EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM : The Food 
Corporation of India (Contributory Provident Fund) 
Regulations, 1407 are based on th c Employees Pro¬ 
vident Fund Act, 1452, as amended iroin time to 
time. The rate ot subscription and contribution 
under the Employees Provident Fund Act, 1952, has 
now been increased from 8-l|3% to 10 percent with 
effect from 1-0-1489, Idle Bureau of Public Enter¬ 
prises, Ministry of Industry, Government of India 
vide Office Memorandum No. 2 (34) 188-BPE (VVT) 
dated 20-7-1989, has also issued imp cations to the 
concerned Public Sector Undertakings to increase the 
rate of subscription and contribution to 10 % with 
effect tioni 1-0-1989. It has, therefore, become neces- 
saiy to give retrospective effect to this regulation, it 
is certified that by giving retrospective effect to this 
regulation, it shall not prejudicially ellect th e inte¬ 
rest of anv person to whom these regulations are ap¬ 
plicable.
